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America Must Act 
To Meet Destiny 


When the massive pile of concrete 
that is Allatoona Dam was dedicated the 


other day, Georgia marked another mile- | 


stone. Allatoona isn’t just another dam. 
It is the realization of a dream of 
thousands of Georgians and Alabamans. 

Since the turn of the century resi- 
dents of the Etowah Valley had sought 
a dam as a protection against the ravag- 
ing waters rushing out of the Blue Ridge 
foothills to wreak havoc in rich lands 
below. The people of Rome sought’ it 
to help prevent floods. 

The people along the Coosa River 
sought it not only for the flood con- 
trol it offered, but because it would be 
the first step in the development of an 
‘inland waterway system to open the 
way for one of the greatest industrial 
developments in the history of the na- 
tion. From Rome to Mobile has been 
envisioned as an American Ruhr Val- 
ley, its products going to the length and 
breadth of the globe. 

After a half century, the first step 
in this dream has been realized at Alla- 
toona. The Etowah Valley farmlands 
are now protected from floods. The flood 
threat at Rome, where the Etowah joins 
the Oostanaula, has been eased. A rec- 
reation area that last year accommodated 
a million people is fast being developed. 

Power: produced at Allatoona is be- 
ing distributed by the Georgia Power 
Company, returning revenue of approxi- 

mately $1,000,000 annually to the gov- 
ernment. The dam, which will still be 
useful 1,000 years from now, will thus 
pay for itself in 50 years. An arrange- 
ment-has been worked out whereby pri- 
vate industry and the government work 


hand in hand.

In his dedication speech, Lt. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, chief of the Corps of 
Engineers that built the dam, suggested 
that at Allatoona we have a good exam- 
ple, not of an “ism,” but of co- -operation. 

He poses a question that is funda- 
mental to America—should the govern- 
ment assist in development of natu 
resources when it means a higher stand- 
ard of living and opportunities? 

The general said that the area be- 
tween the Savannah River in Georgia 
and the Pear] in Mississippi can become 
an industrial Garden of Eden if its water 
resources are harnessed for navigation, 
power and conservation. 

Before the potential can be realized, 
however, the area must develop its ports 
to bring in from South America and 
elsewhere the raw materials that are 
fast disappearing in our own land. Iron 
ore in the Mesabi Range will be ex- 
hausted within 10 years. Then we must 
bring in the ore from Venezuela and

WASHINGTON—One of the uncertain fac- 
tors in the national election campaign is the 
extent to which the issue of communism will 
go in influencing the minds of voters when 
they go to the polls on Nov. 4. Democratic 
leaders make no ‘secret of their coneern 
about large segments of the population being 
taken in by the irresponsible charges of Com- 
munist infiltration in the government by Sen- 
ator Joe McCarthy and others. 

The results of the Wisconsin primary, 


where McCarthy won renomination by an 


overwhelming majority, 

are cited as proof that 

the issue is one to be 
reckoned with in the cam- 

paign. Although the Wis- 

consin senator has never 

made good on a single one 

of his wild charges about 
Communists in the State 
department, he seems to 

have succeeded in raising 

doubts in many people’s 

: minds. Either they be- 
lieve what he says, or they want to believe it. 

The whole Communist issue, of course, 
has been blown up out of all proportion to 
the realities. It derives from the fact that 
we are engaged in a cold war with Soviet 
Russia and that we have found a few spies 
and Communist sympathizers in our huge 
governmental machine. 

The McCarthy charges have been put into 
their true perspective by a standing offer 
made by former Sen, Millard Tydings of 
Maryland of a $25,000 reward for any Come 
munist in the government service whose in- 
dictment the Wisconsin senator is able to 
bring about by going’ before any federal 
grand jury. 

The matter is put in further perspective 
by the statement of J. Edgar Hoover, head 
of the FBI, that there are no more than 
59,000 members of the Communist Party 
in the United States. Every one will agree 
that that is 55,000 too many, all the more so 
since, in Mr. Hoover’s words, they consti- 
tute ‘‘a well-knit, closely disciplined destruc- 
tive force.’’ But the point of it is that out of 
a population of over 150,000,000 the wonder is 
that we do not have more of them. We have 
probably got that many screwballs of a dozen 
different varieties. 

Nevertheless, the Communist issue will 
not down. It is fanned not only by men of 
McCarthy’s irresponsible stripe, but by 
others, who must be assumed to know better. 
Even a man like Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
has given aid and encouragement to those 
who would make an issue of the subjeet. 

President Truman had to meet the same 
issue in 1948 but he met it full on and his 
success in exposing it for the fraud that it 
was is attested by his feat in carrying a 
state like Massachusetts, with its large Cath- 
olic population, by one of the greatest ma- 
jorities in history. The Democrats may have 
to meet it even more boldly this time.

of David, have mercy on me.”’ Jesus, who 
never bypassed men in need, healed the 
blind man. Luke brings the story to a brief 
but significant conclusion: ‘‘He immediately 
received his sight, and followed Him, glori- 
fying God”’ (Luke 18:43). 

In these verses two things are revealed: 
first, the response of Christ to human need 
and, secondly, the response of needy men to - 
the divine love which Christ offered them. 
Which is the greater revelation of the love 
of God, the love of God in Christ Jesus or 
human response to that love? Both are mir- 
acles which stagger the imagination. 

The power of Christ radiates through the 
lives of those who respond to the love He 
offers. The blind beggar was a responsive 
man. Not only were his eyes opened to the 
beauty of the glow of sunset and to the radi- 
ance in the face of mother and child, not 
only was he able to earn once again an hone 
est living and to assume a role of respect- 
ability in his community, but, 
tant than all of this, the love of God shone 
through him.

Lunch Boxes 
Play Havoc 
With Dieters 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
Traditionally the packed lunch 


packs too many starches and 
sweets for dieters. But the work- 
ing girl must eat, so what’s the 
answer? First, let's look at the 
traditional box lunch—a sandwich 
or two, cookies or cake and may- 
be a banana with calories total- 
ing around 700 to 900 in all. 


A lunch that packs an energy 
punch must have adequate pro- 
tein. It's the protein that sus- 
tains energy. When you shop for 
luncheon foods, buy thinly sliced 
bread to cut down the starches. 
When fixing the sandwich, use 
lean meats, egg, or cheese, gen- 
erously. Instead of mayonnaise, 
use mustard. Don’t forget that 
crisp, fresh lettuce can dress up 
a sandwich and add nutritionally. 
A good plan is to wrap the let- 
tuce separately in wax paper and 
add the lettuce later. This keeps 
the lettuce crisp and bread from 
becoming soggy. 

Carry along a hard-cooked egg, 
a cube of cheese, or a piece of 


chicken. For relishes have a fresh 


tomato, celery or carrot sticks. 
Dessert should be a piece of 
fresh fruit. 


It’s a good plan to have a small 
thermos bottle to hold vegetable 
soup or a hot beverage. 

Two common mistakes workers 
make is to slight breakfast and 
overeat at noon. It’s been said 
before, but it can’t be repeated 
too often: Eat a good breakfast 
with adequate protein. Scientific 
experiments have proved that a 
good breakfast with complete 
protein gives an energy hold-over 
that lasts well into afternoon 
even when lunch is light. Lunch 
need not be heavy, and one sand- 
wich with thin bread and thick 
protein filling, milk, a raw vege- 
—— fruit will be ample to 
sustain you the whole afternoon.
